Section 1 of the bill would add a permit for the sale of alcoholic beverages as described in G.S. 18B-
1001, 18B-1002(a)(2), or 18B-2001(a)(5) in a stadium, athletic facility, or arena on the campus or 
property of a public college or universities if the Board of Trustees of that institution vote to allow 
the issuance of such a permit. The section would not permit the sale of mixed beverages when the 
facility is being used for a sports event sponsored by the public college or university. 
 
Fiscal Research finds that while there will be more locations eligible to apply for permits, there is 
no method to determine how many such facilities will actually apply for such permits.  The ABC 
Commission may incur costs for processing these additional applications and may remit additional 
revenue to the General Fund from additional ABC fees, but the amounts cannot be determined at 
this time. Because it is unknown which Board of Trustees for a public college or university would 
apply for such a permit, if any, the fiscal impact to the public colleges or universities also cannot be 
estimated at this time.
